(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To provide the hologram transfer foil 
which can partially form regions having no 
hologram images on the surface of a body to be 
transferred. 

CONSTITUTION: This hologram transfer foil is 



layer 20 consisting of a release layer 21 , a high ^ 9J 
softening point resin layer 22, a low softening 
point resin layer 23, a light reflecting metallic thin 
film 24, and an adhesive layer 25 which are 
successively laminated, on one surface of a 
base film 10. The surface of the low softening 

point resin layer and the surface of the high softening point resin layer of the part 
where this low softening point resin layer does not exist constitutes the relief 
type hologram. The low softening point resin layer is softened and deformed by 
the heat or the heat and pressure at the time of or after transfer and the 
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constituted by peelably laminating a transfer 
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ruggedness on the surface thereof is annihilated; in addition, many very small 
and irregular cracks are generated in the light reflecting thin metallic film. The 
incident light which reproduces the hologram and forms observable virtual 
images is irregularly and randomly reflected in the cracked parts of this light 
reflecting metallic thin film. The irregularly reflected light does not only image in 
the virtual image positions but also becomes white light and does not allow 
dazzling to be felt. 
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
